HATEVER Jdea a very brisk and 
pai Imagination, affifted by all 
the Advantages of Claffical Learning, 
the Fictions of Poets, the Encomiums 
of Orators, and the lively Defctiptions 

of Hiforians, could form to it felf of the Saper Day 
when Auguftus gave Peace to Rome, and to all the 

World, by thutting up the Temple of Fans, muft- fall 

ort of that Glorious Solemnity we fo fately Cele- 
brated. The Romans had for a long time been ufed to 

Glory and Greatnefs: They were cloy’d with Triumphs. 
Their Fifivals crowded upon each other; and their 
Altars and Temples feem’d to be dedicated entirely to 

their own Grandeur and Majefly: A Majefty, not of 

the modern Sort ; and this made Peace the lefs defirable 
to them, becaufe their Wars brug home as many 

Spoils as Trophies, as much th as Glory, and 
every Victoty gave a Province to the Empire, as well as 
2 Triumph to the City, But could we, at the fame time, 
crowd into our Minds that other ddea of ‘the Proceffion 
of the Jens, when fo tnany Thoufands of Families were 
difmifs‘d from a long Captivity, and pafs’d along in 
beautiful Order, with unutterable Joy and Tranfport, 
in view of their great Deliverer, Cyrus ; a Sight, infi- 
nitely furpaffing all warlike Triumphs, and which muft 
firike his coul with the moft a le Raptures of con- 

ions Glory and Goodnefs ; when his Eye was unable 
to futvey the Immenfe Numbers of Fellow-Creatures, 
whom his Humaniry and Godlike Mercy had that Day 
made Free and Happy ; Thefe two Profpetts, fet toge- 
ther in one extended Scene, might appreach, in fome 
near Degree, to the Refemblance ofa Thank{oring Day, 
where all Europe fhould have been prefent by the moit 
fplendid Repfefentatives, to make an Alliance of Joy 
with Great Britain; and, jn Conjunétion with that 
me Umpire of Peace and War, offer up théir Thanks 
and Congratulations for being at once delivered from 
fo many Calamities, and fecuted in the full Poffeflion 
of fo many more Bleflings, than either this corrupt 

Age could prefume to expect, or the wife and beft 





among us hope to actomplith, dnd bequeath to their 


Pofterity. on: 

The Splendor of a Cavalcade, the Equipages of the 
Rich and Noble, Feapiing and Mu/ick, ‘the Din of Bells, 
the Noife of Gavnon, and the gawdy Spectacles of 
bonfires, Illuminations; atid Fire-works, were not the 
only, nor indeed the greatcft Ornaments of the So- 
lemnity. But a common foy is muthbefter feen in 
Prodizigus Crowds of a happy Teople, a vafi Swarm 


and Multitude, fir to Commemorate the Bleflings they 
partake of ; whofe very Irregularities and Diforders, 
whilft they Retard and Obftruct the Feftival, do more 
remarkably Beautifie and Adorn it; all eager and for- 
ward to diftinguifh themfelves on that blefled Occafion, 
and contending in the Expreffions of their Joy, in Shours 
and Acclamations ; and above all, in that natural, un- 
forc’d Gladnefs of the Couintenance, thofe cheerful ho- 
neft Smiles which never belye a true Briti/h Heart, whicls 
exceed all the artful Flatreries of a Court, and pay their 
Tribute of Thanks and Gratitude to a goad QUEEN 


and a wife Government, in Language fuelling the moft 
flowry Speeches, and fublimeft - Nowonder, 
that the Fatigue of fo much Glory and Pleafare thould 


be too miach even for Maje/ty it felf. To what refin'd 
Extravagances of \y and Satisfaction muft fo many 
loyal Tongues and Hearts have been Tranfported, had 
the glorious Inftrument of Heaven, in obtaining thefe 
Bleffings for us, borne Part in the Triumphant 
Toil and Labour of the Day! How ftrong and unfeign’d 
muft that Devotion be, which could he content to re- 
tire, and confine it felf toHeavert, at a time, when the 
Acknowledgments and Addreil#s of ‘the betrér Parr of 
the Earth, were ready to be offer’d up to the Common 
Muther of Her People! A Mind of the nobleft Framc, 
and moft nearly approaching the Divine Patrern, that 
has ftood the Shock of Trouble and AffliStion with un- 


common Bravery, finds, upon the Iryal, that it isa ’ 


much more difficult ‘['ask to bear Excefs of Glory with 
the fame Evennefs of Temper. The Greeks and Romans 
enjoy dthistranfporting Blifs to the full, and indulg’d eve- 
ry Appetite of Honour,by greedily poffefling the Reward 
of all their Fatigues and Dangers in the putfuir of it ; 
but a Chriftian Hero can withdraw from a Triumph, and 
give away the Glory of it to a fuperior Being. Even 
the Language of the Whigs is, upon this Day, Riecettiry 
and full of Reafon: Some of thoft intruding Slaves 
might havé follow’d the Chariot of State, and with 
more regard to a Roman Ceremony, than to theit own 
Traiterous Hopes, have pronount’d aloud, That their 
Monarch was Mortal. 

The Blefling we that Day commemorated, was wor- 
thy our moft folid and durable Satisfaction. “Twas not 
a fudden Start or Fit of popular Paflion, founded upon 
fhort-liv’d Rumours, that would in time abate, and de 
as foon over as a Pannick : We had throughly weigh’d 
the Caufe of our Mirth: We knew we were entirely 
Happy, and therefore tho’ out Joy were Boundlefs, ic 
was Rational: The Peace has not only met with the 
greatest 
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rettet Difficulties that human Spite and Artifice could 
Fiver aint Contrive, fuch as nothing bur the greatefi 
Conftancy and Wifiom could defeat and bear down 
before it: but has alf been throughly fitted and exa- 
mined, difplaydto us in all its Parts and full Propor- 
tion, in the faireft Manner, and by the cleareft Lights, 
axl carefully app!yd to our feveral Interefts both of 
Trade, Religion, and Policy, and to the feveral Interefts 

of our Allie:, and of all Ewrope : So that our Eyes are 

now open; the Party-Mi?s and Vapours are difpers‘d 

and vanifhd, and we can no longer doabe of our own 
Greatnefs and Felicity, when all Earope bears its Tefti- 

mony fo loudly again us, who, for fome time paft, 

have been the only Nation upon Earth, that ever la- 
boured ¥, appear Little in the Opinion of our Neigh- 

bours. But our Enemies have done us this. good Turn ; 

they have enlighten’d and undeceivd us: They hive 
Jet us into the welcome Secret of our own Power and 
Profperity, at the hazard of a few. necdlefs Experi- 
ments, that have only ferv'd to inereafe Both. When 
Men feel the Comforts and tafte the Sweets of a Peace, 
which has not only delivered us trom the Expenice, the 
Bloodfhed, the Uncertainties and Miferics of a Foreign 
War, but from the Calamities of Fuaétion and Cril 
Difcord, from the black Defigns of private Avarice and 
Ambition, and the déepeft and beft-laid Meafures, that 
ever were concerted for overturning the happieft Con- 
flitution in the World, it is impoflible to conceive, 
that Party fhould get the better of Senfe ; that Bodies 
Politick and Communities of Men fhould perfevere to 
their, own Undoing; and when no other Security is 
wanting to make our Church and State immoveable in 
their Foundations, but only Uniting among our felyes, 
that they, who have Clamour'd fo much for a good 
Peace, fhould refufe to Sign and Ratify the laft remain- 
ing Article, which may rendet the Whole Perte&, and 
never to be Broken. 

It is-no {mall Addition to the Glories of this great 
Day, that thofe, who were abfent from the Solemnity, 
are not only far more numerous, but equally devout, 
with thofe who were prefent, in the Obfervation of the 
Feftival.. Millions of Hearts and Tongues, in their 

rivate Retirements,.or at a great diftance from us, 
ee like Unifons, to the pick Joy. Multitudes 
of Foreigners and Strangers, who now begin to look 
on us, no longer, as a_ bloody, enterprizing, Roman- 
tick Nation, but .as bleffed Peace-makers, the Arbi- 
trarors and Reconcilers of Exrope, who by the In- 
fluence of Great. Britain, and her Benign Care of 
their Interefis, can now enjoy caiailaives in the 
Pofleflion and Securty of their antient Rights, and 
he free Exercife, of their Religion and Government, 
will join their hearty. Congratulations, and heap Blef- 
lings upon their Generous Ally, enough to filence all 
Domeftick Murmuring and Clamour, to fhame even Fa- 
ction it felf, and put . Sedition out of Countenance. 
Thofe Quires of Jittle Children, who fung Anthems on 
this deleétable Subje@,.are the Reprefentatives of our 
Pofterity, who thall hereafter repeat with their Under- 
ftanding, what was at_prefent oly the Language of 
their Lips ; and when Experience convinces them, that 
the Bleiling was Univerdal they fhall wonder why the 
Joy of their Forefathers, on that Occafion, was not fo 
too. As there is no Day like this in our Annals, fince 
the Dav of the Reforation of the Royal Fami y, and of our 
Laws, Liberties and Religion, under King Charles ; it is to 
be hoped, thar when our Children came to obferve it 
with.an Annual Regard, the fame Enquiry may be re- 
new d, which, as my Lord Clarendon fays, was made on 
the Day of the Aires Return, Where are thofe Men, who 
Juindred, fo jong, this Day from Approaching ?

Bur 1 ihall not interfere with the Bofinefs of 4.57 
Pulpits, which I make no doubt have, with great cif” 
and Earneftnefs, applied the Bufinefs of the Day to on 
very neceffary Duty, the Cultivating and Promotn§f 
Peace at Home, and bringing our fenfelefS unnatuy 
Divifions to as fpeedy <a happy a Conclufion, as thi 
War Abroad. Our Clergy could by no means omit thi” 
Opportunity of Convincing thofe, who without Cai 
are their Enemies, that they never deferved the odici 
Names of Boutefeus or Incendiaries ;. that they neve 
Alarm’d the People, but when there was a real Danger 
and that. they are Lovers of Moderation and Preachey 
of Peace, whenever Peace is in it felf a Blefling, aif 
a defirable Security to our Conftitution in Church wif 
State. The Whigs ought to be the firft and moft atinff 
to forward and promote fo good a Work by their bill 
Endeavours, as the only Attonement they can mii 
for their having hitherto obffruéted the publick Happ:
